The  latter, 
while  of  chronological  importance  as  a  view  of  New  Amster- 
dam, shows  the  Fort  and  but  a  few  buildings  in  addition,  and 
is  by  no  means  as  interesting  or  valuable  as  this,  which  evi- 
dently must  have  been  drawn  from  nature  sometime  between 
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1640  and  ]65U  and  published  possibly  about  1652,  showing 
many  more  buildings,  and  the  real  commencement  of  the  City. 
In  it  can  be  distinguislied  the  houses  inhabited  by  many  of  the 
well-known  families  in  the  earliest  history  of  the  place,  and 
while  the  key-plan  beneath  points  out  ten  of  the  principal  build- 
ings, others  can  be  located  by  a  little  attention.  The  key  shows 
the  Fort,  and  rising  within  its  walls  the  steep-gable  roof  of  the 
Church ;  more  to  the  left  is  the  Dutch  West-India  Company 's 
Grist  Mill;  on  the  wall  of  the  Fort,  close  to  the  Mill  is  the 
flag  pole  on  which  a  flag  was  hoisted  on  the  arrival  of  a  ship 
in  the  harbor;  between  the  Mill  and  the  Church  is  the  Town 
Jail;  on  the  wall  of  the  Fort,  a  little  to  the  right  of  the  Church 
is  the  Town  Stocks  or  Pillory;  immediately  behind  is  the  house 
of  the  Director  of  New  Netherlands,  at  this  time  either  Kiefft 
or  Stuyvesant ;  in  the  centre  of  the  foreground  is  the  Gallows 
and  a  hoisting  crane;  farther  to  the  right  the  large  house  stand- 
ing by  itself  is  the  Town  Tavern,  later  the  First  Town  Hall. 
These  are  all  designated  on  the  view,  but  in  addition  to  these 
others  can  be  identified.  Commencing  at  the  Town  Tavern,  the 
path  on  the  right,  along  which  two  people  are  walking,  is  the 
Old  Town  House  Lane,  now  Coenties  Alley;  immediately  to  the 
left  of  the  Tavern  is  a  small  group  of  houses ;  that  nearest  to 
the  right  was  probably  the  house  of  Jacob  Steendani,  the  first 
poet  of  New  Amsterdam ;  at  the  back  of  these  houses  ran  the 
old  High  Street,  now  Stone  Street,  and  in  front  is  the  present 
Pearl  Street.  On  the  left  of  this  group,  separated  by  a  small 
space  is  another  group.  In  this  vacant  space  was  the  old  Ditch, 
then  marshy  ground,  and  the  bridge  eventually  thrown  across  to 
connect  the  two  groups  of  houses  was  the  first  bridge  built  in 
New  Amsterdam  and  often  referred  to  in  ancient  chronicles.  The 
farthest  house  to  the  left  of  this  second  group,  distinguished 
by  its  chimney,  is  the  building  first  used  as  a  church  and  school, 
but  at  the  time  of  the  drawing  occupied  by  the  Company  as  a 
store-house,  being  sujiplanted  by  the  "Church  in  the  Fort." 
In  this  building  taught  and  officiated  Dominie  Bogardus  and 
Dominie  Michaelis,  the  school-master  and  the  first  preacher  in 
New  Amsterdam.  A  little  to  the  right,  and  slightly  behind  is 
another  row-  of  buildings,  in  which  the  three  centre  ones  are 
taller  with  pointed  roofs.  The  centre  of  these  three  was  the 
packing  house  of  the  Company,  that  on  the  left  was  the  dwell- 
ing of  Augustin  Ileereman,  to  whom  we  are  probably  indebted 
for  the  view;  the  roofs  of  buildings  seen  behind  these  indicate 
the  position  of  the  Brewery  of  the  Company  and  the  dwellings 
of  the  founder  of  the  Van  Cortlandt  family,  and  ehise  beside 
was  the  house  of  Peter  Hartgers.  On  the  left  of  the  group  of 
houses  that  include  the  Packing  house  can  be  seen  a  lane  run- 
ning to  a  group  of  trees.
